WASHINGTON, Oct. 25. — President Wilson in a 
statement today addressed to his fellow conutrymen 
asked them to return a Democratic congress in the No­ 
vember elections if they have approved of his leadership 
in this critical time. 
Failure to return a Democratic ma­ 
j o r i t y to both the senate and house of representatives, 
president said, not only would seriously impair his 
I 
power to administer “the great trust assigned me b y the 
f constitution”, but would be interpreted abroad a s a re­ 
pudiation of his leadership. 
The president’s action electrified Republicans at the 
capitol who issued a formal reply in the name of the 
party leaders in the senate and house and the chairmen 
of the senate and house Republican congressional cam­ 
paign committees. 
The Republican statement, declaring 
the minority party in congress had supported the admin­ 
istration policies since the war with an unanimity and an 
absence of criticism unprecedented in party history, 
pointed to the record as proof. 
The war, the Republican statement contends, is not 
the president’s personal war, nor the war of congress, nor 
of a party, but of the American people and declares the 
Republican party representing more than half the citi­ 
zenship of the country demands its rightful share in the 
burdens and responsibilities it imposes. 
If given a majority in either or both houses, the lead­ 
ers said, the Republican party would drive forward the 
far and hasten victory and would “check the waste now 
ling on of money,” given by the nation. 
Several senators and representatives, both Republican 
and Democrat, issued personal statements during the day 
and most leaders on both sides prepared for the debate 
which was expected in the senate when it re-assembled 
Monday after the week-end rcess and possibly in the 
house.

There have been a number of 
inquiries made as to the status 
of the water proposition. 
Some 
months ago the 
people 
voted 
$75,000 in bonds for the estab­ 
lishment of a reservoir and filtra­ 
tion 
plant. 
Subsequently 
the 
joint committee of city officials 
and citizens began an effort to 
secure the necessary land 
and 
plans for the proposed improve­ 
ment were made and approved. 
Some difficulties were encount­ 
ered in securing leases or options 
and at a 
comparatively 
recent 
date the committee, according to 
a statement made yesterday 
by 
Dr. J. It. Harker, found that 
it 
would he impossible to secure at 
the present time the state land 
on which it is proposed to locate 
the new* reservoir. 
The fact Is 
that the state af Illinois in the 
name of Jacksonville State hos­ 
pital owns 60 acres of land 
ad­ 
joining the present pumping sta­ 
tion. 
State officials in charge of 
institutions are willing and anx­ 
ious to eo-operate with the city 
in bringing to pass the erection 
of a water plant, but it has been 
found that there is no legal way 
that, this land can he leased or 
sold to the city without an act 
of the legislature. 
Until this tract has been 
se­ 
cured the committee feels that It 
would he useless to attempt to go 
ahead with the further financing 
of the proposition or in acquiring 
the adjacent property. 
There is 
a practical certainty that the leg­ 
islature will take the desired ac­ 
tion, if far no other reason, 
be­ 
cause of the vital interest of the 
state institutions here, but never­ 
theless the committee finds it im ­ 
practical to take any further steps 


in the proposition until after the 
legislative approval has been giv­ 
en. 
It is expected that this can 
he accomplished In the early part 
of the coming session of the legis­ 
lature, which will be only a few 
months distant.
